Baste raw edges 
together within 1cm seam 
allowance. (See Pic E.) 

8 Turn the bodice inside out 
and pin the folded sleeve to 
the armhole, RST, matching 
shoulder notch and underarm 
seams. (See Pic F.) Stitch, finish 
edges and press. (See Pic G.) 
9 Topstitch seam allowance 
of sleeve band around 
armhole (optional). 

10 Turn and press a 2cm hem. 
Pin and stitch. (See Pic H.) 

11 Trim raw edge of hem 
close to stitching and press.
